A DIABOLICAL MURDER. 


THE. FAIRMOUNT PARK MYSTERY SOLVED 
Bx A NEWSPAPER CUT. «= 


The Mutilated Remains Found In a Section 
of Pipe Identified as Those of Antoine 
Schilling—His Murderer Proves to Be 
Jacob Schroop, His Business Partner— 
The Latter Makes a Confession. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., December M. -The 
mystery surrounding the finding ot the muti- 
lated remains of a murdered man in Hast Fair- 
mount Park on Wednesday last has been 
solved, the corpse identified and the mur- 
derer in ptison. The murder is proven to 
huve been a Giabolical one. The motive for 
the deed was to obtain the moneyof the mur- 
dered man, but all that the murderer fs known 
to have realized by his dastardly crime 
is $80. The «case had. daffied the police 
authorities since the finding of the 
body and many clews had been run out. 
The clew which held out the greatest promise 
was that the mutilated body was that of a man 
who had stopped for a day or two.aete hotel at 
Hoboken, N. J. In fact, the proprietress of 
the hotel, Mrs. Keeler, had visited this city 
and positively identified .the body at the 
Morgue as that of her boarder, whose] name 
was Kreutzmann. Several others who had seen 
Kreutsman at Mrs. Keeler’s hotel, and who 
viewed the body, were equally positive in their 
opinion that Kreatzman was the man that lay 
dead in the Morgue here. That the body is not 
that of Kreutzgman was proved last night 
as was also the fact that the murdered man 
was not from Hoboken. A young man named 
Keefer, residing near Gillingham and Oad- 
walader streets in the northeastern section of 
the olty, yesterday saw a cut of the murdered 
maninone ofthe Sunday papérs, which he 
thought resembled the features of 

A GERMAN NAMED SCHILLING 
who had lived with another German named 
Jacob Schroops at the corner of the above 
named streets. Hetmparted his suspicions to 
policemen of that district and was taken to 
the Morgue, where on locking at the 
corpse, he immediately identified it 
as that of Schilling. The police 


then brought Sdéhroop’s aughter to the 
Morgue, and she also ed the body as 
that of her father’s boarder, Antoine Schil- 
ling. Officers were then gent to Schroop’s 
hnonse and took him into eustody. When the 
officers entered Schroop’s house and informed 
him that they wanted him at the police sta- 
tion the German exhibited the most abject 
terror, and when taken upthe stepsof the 
station house his trembling limbs refused to 
support him, aud he fell. Seyeral officers 
then carried him into the Lieutenant’s 
room. Schroo is ut 80 years ot 
age, and Schillin bis victim, was about 
30 years old. he two men were 
partners in a small and provision 
store at Gillingham and walader streets. 
Schroop lived in the house with his wife and 
daughter and Schilllng . 


in a wagon, huckstering th ares. 
when questioned by the police officiais at the 
station-house denied any knowledge of the 
murder. He told many conflicting statements 
and about midnight was locked up ina cell. 
Officers were sent to his home and Mrs. 
Sohroop and ber daughter were placed under 
surveillance, the officers remaining in the 
house all night. It is believed that Mrs. 
Schroop isan accessory to the murder and 
butchery. Numerous evidences of cleaning 
ana scrubbing are plainly seen in the house. 
It ia stated that „ Behroop attempted to 
choke herself in the night, but was prevented 
by the policeman on guard. Chief of De- 
tectives Wood went to the prisoner’s cell 
shortly after midnight, and when he came out 
about 2 o’ clock this morning, he said the man 
had confessed the murder, but 
he refused for thé present to give the 
prisoner’s statement to the public. ow the 
murder was committed and the manner of the 
subsequent removal of the dismembered body 
to its hiding place in the park, has not yet 
been learned, though it is surmised that Chief 
Wood has all this information in his posses- 
sion. The place where the body was found in 
the park is three or four miles distant from 
Schroop’s house. 
THE IMPLEMENTS OF HCOMAN BUTCHERY. 

The hatchet, axe and saw used by Schroop 
were found in the cellar of his house this 
morning. These implements were covered with 


work they have recently been used to perform. 
They were taken in charge by the police and 
will be preserved as evidence at the trial. 
The body, either before or after life was ex- 
tinct, was carried into the cellar, where it 
was evidently, judging from the little clot of 
blood, allowed to remain untli the following 
morning, when, after having been cut into 
pleces and placed in „it was removed to 
the place where it was und in East Park. 
In the house was also found a red colored 
pulse- warmer, which is evidentiy the mate 
of the one found on the murdered man. 
The wooden floor with which a portion of 
the cellar is covered, was blood-stained in 
many places and resembies a slaughter-house 
more than a portion of a human habitation. 

Schroop’s wife,who is prostrated on account 
of her husband’s arrest, is in 
custody of the officers and will 
most likely be removed to a 
hospital until she recovers §frem her oc 
when it is lixely that she, too, will be placed 
behind the bars on the charge of having had a 
hand in the murder.

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A FLOATING BATTERY. 


THE NAVAL COAST DEFENSE WARSHIP FOR 


two years ago the Forty-ninth Congress, 
among its provisions for the increase of the 
navy, included an appropriation of $2,000,000 
for floating batteries, rams or other naval 
structures for coast and harbor defense. This 
provision showed much reliance upon the 
judgment of Secretary Whitney, since it was 
based upon no specific plan and practically 
put that large sum at the Secretary’s discre- 
tion. After waiting several months Mr. Whit- 
ney appointed a board consisting of Capt. 
Phythian, Naval Constructor Hichborn, 
Lieutenant Commander Converse and 
Engineer Mattioe to devise some plan for 
expending the appropriation. The first project 
which found favor was that of a system 
of defense consisting of monitors supported 
by auxiliaries. According to that plan a 
double-turret monitor, like the Terror, for 
example, would be accompanied by several 
powerful rams which, in their turn, would be 
accompanied by swift torpedo boats. This 
collection of defensive and offensive craft 
would be drilled to work together as a unit, 
and would presumably be adequate for the de- 
fense of a harbor or portion of a 
harbor in which it might de sta- 
tioned. But this plan, which was broached 
a little more than a year ago, does not seem to 
have quite satisfied the Secretary; at all 
events no steps were taken to expend the 
money in that way. Perhaps an objection to 
it was its reliance asa central feature on a 
type of monitor, designed a great many years 
ago and admitted to be such as would never 
be adopted anew now. 

After much consideration a novel coast de- 
fense warship has been adopted instead, the 
plans of which have just been finished for the 
examination of those who are likely to bid for 
her construction. The proposals 
for this purpose will be opened 
on February 2. Ie would not be 


correct to give this craft the title of a floating 
battery, since with a displacement of about 
4,000 tons she is to be supplied with engines 
aggregating 5,400 indicated horse power, so 
tnat she will really have as good speed as an 
ordinary sea-going iron-clad cruiser. She is 
to be feet long, $9 beam and 14% mean 
draught. The first point to notice about ber 
is her selection of the distinctive feature of the 
Original monitor class, the low free board, thus 
reducing to a minimum the mark to be hit. 
The steam machinery, the ammunition and all 
the parts of the vessel that especiaily 
neeed protection are to be covered by sixteen 
inches ofthe best steel armor, while this 
thickness diminishes to eight and six inches 
towards the ends. Further protection of the 
vital parts is given by an armored deck quar- 
rying from 8 to 2 inches ! hickness, Of 
course, no sail will be carried. bat there will 
de a military mast for observation and signal- 
ing, and for carrying a machine gun and 
search -light.

110-ton, 16-inch breech-loading rifle, one .

DIAZ AND THE CHURCH. 

“For the last fifty years there has been a hot 
strife between the progressive party and the 
reactionists, the latter generally taking the 
name of the clerical party, but it has been 
hotter than ever before during the last five 
years, during which period President Diaz 
has been endeavoring with a wonderful meas- 
ure of success,considering the circumstances, 
to modernize Mexico, and is consequently 
most bitterly hated by the country priests, al- 
though those in the larger cities, who have 
more contact with the world, are by no means 
hostile to his administration.

National Bank of this city, as joint receivers. 
Each gave bond in the sum of $10,000. . pe-

tor the mortgage credi tors of the 
Cincinnati, Washington Baltimore 
Co. It asserte that the road has failed to 
pay interest, that it is insolvent, and that 
there is no other way in which equitable re- 
lief cun be obtained. The indebtedness upon 
which to-day’s suit was brought is the first 
issue of bonds to the amount of 
On this is an accrued interest amounting to 
$330,000. The Baltimore & Ohio road was rep- 
resented in to-day’s action and acquiesced in 
the proceedings.

centers of population, where police con- 
trol can most surely cope with them. If 
it has failed to cutoff all ot the worst 
class of saloons in this city, the fault 1s in 
the administration of the law, and can be 
corrected by amendments providing fora 


'| better enforcement of ita intents and pur- 


poses. 

An experiment that has produced re- 
sults so satisfactory to the great majority 
of people who are not Prohibitionists 
should not be lightly abandoned on the 
demand of the overzealous reformers, 
who will never be satisfied while there fs 
a brewery or a vestige of personal liberty 
left in the lend. Neither fermented nor 
distilled liquors can ever be lewfully 
drunk asa beverage under any regula- 
tion that will suitthem. Their sole aim is 
to render the liquor business illicit in all 
its branches, and a high-license law 
which will out off the public revenue de- 
rived from a well-regulated saloon busi- 
ness, and sprinkle illicit tippling-houses 
all over St. Louis, is favored by them, be- 
cause it is prohibition in disguise, a mere 
preface to prohibition itself. 

The Deering bill, by raising saloon li- 
dense in this city to $8.000, would confine 
the legitimate saloon business to a small 
area in the most thronged partof the city, 
and put a tempting premium upon the 
illicit saloon business in other parte. This 
premium it openly offers to drug stores in 
the form of a permit to sell liquors every 
day in the week at a nominal tax and un- 
der safeguards that are ridiculously flim- 
sy. itbids for the Governor’s signature 
by offering him control of the liquor busi- 
ness in politics through his appointees of 
the Metropolitan Police Board, who are 
to have the granting of saloon license and 
the power to wink at evasions of the law, 

If there were no other bad features in 
the bill these are enough to condemn it. 
If such a measure can pass, the Legis- 
lature is no longer Democratic, and when 
it passes there will be an end of Demo- 
cratic majorities in Missouri. 


TWO VIEWS OF PRIZE-FIGATING. 

The editorial end of the Globe-Democrat 
is thrown into a spasm of virtuous indig- 
nation over the announcement that two 
visiting pugilists will give an **exhibi- 
tion” sparring matoh in this city to-night. 
The spasm manifests itself in several 
vigorous editorials, one of which calls 
upon the Board of Police Commissioners 
to *‘enforce the law of Missouri, which for- 
bids boxing matches, and places them on 
a par with prize-fights.’’ Another editorial 
asks “Shall the laws of Missouri be openly 
defied and set at naught by two bruisers 
from abroad?’ Still another declares 
that such exhibitions“ are forbidden, 
and points out that the duty of the police 
to shut down on ‘‘brutalities” of this 
kind is plein. 

This is commendable on the part of the 
editorial end, but there seems to be a wide 
difference between itand the rest of the 
paper. Inthe sporting columns of yes- 
terday’s Globe-Drmoorat appeared the fol - 
lowing announcement:

THE BATFIELD-M’COY GANGS. 


Detectives Kill Tom Wallace, the Murderer 
of Jef MoCey. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., December I. - tm 
another member of the great Hatfleld gang of 
murderers has been slain by the detectives, 
who are prowling night and day over the 
mountains of the wilderness on the borders of 
Kentucky and West Virginie.
